Washington, D. C., April 24.—[ Special, 
buzz of peaceable intervention 
among diplomatic people, and ‘the result of 
more than one whispered conference is the 
expression of the opinion that forces are 
being set in motion among the chancellories 
of Europe which mean the termination of 
the war between Japan and Russia without 
much more bloodshed. It is believed eyen 
how that the czar and the king of England 
hold in their hands the threads which are to 


be woven into an agreement for permanent [ 


peace. 

From diplomatic points of view it is said 
that the time for friendly intervention actu- 
ally has arrived. Noone believes that Japar. 
could whip Russia in the long run. The dis- 
Parity between the, resources of the two 
countries is much too great. On the other 
hand, Russiaseannot tnvade Japan, nor éven 
regain Corea,"without a navy, and the Rus- 
sia no donger possesses in the orient, in spite 
of all her ships in the Black sea and the Bal- 
tic. 

The czar, as is well known, never favored. 
war with Japan. 
by the persistent jingoism of the war party, 
and his heart @as never been in the war. 
Japan has had its fill of glory. It exter- 
minated the better part of the Port Arthur 
fleet, secured possession of Corea. and forced - 


| the fight into Manchurian and Siberian ter- 


ritory. 
Why Peace Is Possible. 

Diplomatists insist that just at this junc- 
ture peace may come as a result of outside 
interference. Europe remembers, if Japan 
does hot, the brutal tenacity of Russian mil- 
itary equipment. Crimea taught western 
Europe its lesson as to the savage resources 
in men and money of the great Russian des- 
potism, the only great nation now left where 
military service has no relation to public 
opinion, and where thé,will of the ruler for 
peace.or for war is still supreme. 

It is the despotism of Russia which makes 
diplomatists believe that peace is not only. 
possible but imminently p ble. Other 


countries would have to fight merely to sat-. 
isfy the pride of the people.

Spectre in the Balkans. 

It is an open secret in the diplomatic corps 
now that Turkey today is looked upon as an | . 
international volcano. Military attachés 
from Great Britain, France, Germany, and | 
even the United States are quietly making | 


their way to Turkey on one excuse or an- | 


other. The information bureaus of the army | 
and navy in Washington, London, Paris, and_ 
Berlin aré being ransacked for exact infor- 
mation on the Turkish military situation. 
Russia cares more for the Black sea than | 
for Port Arthur and Viadivostok, and this 
fact is said to be potent for peace. So the 
diplomatic people shake their heads and call 
to mind that Russia has more than a million 


men in garrison, with five times as.many be-_ 


tween the ages of 21 and 26 who could be 
recruited to fill their pla¢es. There are 75,000 
commissioned officers in the Russian army 
today. While not many can be spared to the 
far east, and while the Japanese may push 
their way a few barren miles from the Yalu, 
Russia, the real empire, will still be impreg- 
nable when Japan ifs out of breath, 

The peace plan, therefore, is for King Pa- 

ward to represent to the czar that all the 
world recognizes the vastness of his military 
strength. England, the ally of Japan, will 
admit this at the start, and thus the per- 
sonal pride of the czar will be protected. It 
is believed that with his original opposition 
to war, influenced of course by the savage. 
successes of the Japanese, the czar is now 
ready to talk peace. In the natural course 
| of things the Russians ought to have at least 
a minor land victory before long. In that 
event and under cover of a little temporary 
glory it is hoped the czar will open negotia- 
tions for peace. 


Japan will Be Ignored. ~ 

‘Peace proposals, it is said, will not be made 
by Russia to Japan, or by Japan to Russia.) 
e diplomatic talk is that Japan 
will be ignored, a singular position for one 
of the belligerents, but the situation is dic- 
tated by European politics to which.

, heard here in the last few days proceed on

Let the union encourage wise distribution of 
labor, thus preventing overcrowding and 
underbidding of price for the limited labor 
‘in the market. Let the union lessen the 
pressure on the labor market, and its con- 
sequent reduction of wages, by encouraging 
a return to the soil, where there isabundance 
of work and good wages and good health for 
millions. 

“And let capital learn to be just. Let it 
honor itself by honoring labor and promote” 
its own best good by promoting the welfare 
of the laboring man. There are many things 
that are more profitable to capital;than 
profits. Justice is one of them, honesty is 
another, considerateness is a third, sympathy 
is a fourth. There are a few quotations 
that capital can better afford to remember 
than market or stock quotations, two.of them 
from the Old Testament, one of them from 
the New Testament. One of them reads: 
‘Thou shalt not steal. The other reads: 
‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.’ 
The third reads: ‘AN things whatsoever ye 
would that. men should do unto you, even 
80 do ye also unto them.’ "’

NEAR TIE ON HEARST. 


Results of Last Saturday’s County Con- 
ventions Apparently GiveHim 
Slight Lead. 


Des Moines, Ia., April 24.—[Special. 1—With 
5387 of the 897 delegates selected for the 
democratic state convention, which meets 


in Des Moines on May 5, the outlook is for a 


close contest between the friends and op- 
ponents of Mr. Hearst. A dozen county con- 
ventions were held yesterday and returns 
indicate the Hearst people had a shade the 
better of it. 

However, there were a numVer of develop- 
ments which gave the opposition ewed 
hope. Especially encouraging was the result 
of the caucuses in the city of Dubuque. After 
a fight the conservatives selected forty dele- . 
gates and the Hearst people thirty-four. 
lt is claimed by the conservatives that this 
lead will give them the delegation from 
‘Dubuque county to the state convention, 
and with the delegations from Buchanan and 
Black Hawk counties, which they are figuring 
on, it will give them control of the Third 

district. 

Owing to the fact that the opposition to 
Hearst is not fighting for any candidate, but 
against instructions, it is difficult to exactly 
forecast results at this time. The anti- 
Hearst people this morning COnceded 269 
delegates to Hearst of those already chosen, 
and claimed that 268 were opposed to in- 
structions. The Hearst people, on the other 
hand. claimed 280 delegates\for Hearst, 44 
contested, and 173 against Hi t, or doubt- 


ful. 

Careful tabulation of reports from county 
conventions seems to indicate that Hearst 
can réasonably expect to secure 269 of the 
delegates thus far chosen, while 224 may be 
put in the opposition column, with 44 dele- 
gates whose seats will be contested. Sixty- 
one counties already have chosen delegates 
to the state convention, leaving thirty-nine 
‘counties to hold conventions during tie com~- 
ing week. | 

The Hearst people say that, making every 
allowance for possible miscalculations, they 
today lack only 169 delegates of having a 
majority of the convention. They say they 
have no doubt of securing that number and 
many more, and claim there is no question 
but that the delegation from Iowa to the Bt.

Washington, D. C., April 24 
Samuel A. Groff, a former Washington po- 
liceman, who was convicted with Machen, 
Lorenz, and others of postal frauds, has 
been disclosed as the man who gave a prize 
of $25 for the best local poem against pro- 
fanity. Recently he made an offer to a 
local newspaper and more than 100 poems 
were submitted in competition. One feature 
of the award which aroused comment, con- 
sidering Groff's affiliation with Machen, is 
that a prominent Roman Catholic, Maurice 
Francis Egan, received the prize for the best 
poem. On the committee which made the 
award was the Rev. Wallace Radcliffe of a 
local Presbyterian church. 

There is much chagrin now that Groff’s 
connection with the prize offer has been dis- 
closed. Besides being under conviction of 
felony Groff has been suspended from the 
police force without pay until his appeal is 
decided. He is accused of having conspired 
with Machen and others for the purchase of 
letter box fasteners for the government at 
exorbitant rates.

WANTS VOTERS GIVEN CHOICE. 


Legislative League Asks That Both Par-. 
ties Nominate Two House Candi- 
dates. in Each District. 


To secure for the voters an opportunity to 
make some choice in casting ballots for mem- 
bers of the-next general assembly, the Legis- 
lative Voters’ league has sent a letter to 
the republican and democratic county cen- 
tral committees, requesting that each party 
nominate not less than two candidates for 
the house-of representatives in each of the 
nineteen senatorial districts. 

The organizations usually have agreed to 
apportion nominations in accordance with 
whether the district is republican or demo- 
cratic, allowing the voter no choice. In a 
republican district, for example, the demo- 
crats would be allowed one nominee on the 
ticket and republicans would name the can- 
didate for senator and two of the three men 
for representatives. The only way to defeat 
a bad candidate was by nominating an inde- 
pendent by petition. 

The letter, signed by President George B. 
Cole, is as follows: 

“The next session of the state legislature 
will doubtless be one of special importance 
to the people of Chicago. We believe that 
your organization, as the executive body of 
the republican (democratic) party in Cook 
county, should give favorable consideration 
to a suggestion that wotld unquestionably 
raise the standard of efficiency itn the gen- 
eral assembly and increase the opportunity 
of getting much needed legislation for our 
city. 

‘‘ An expression on your part that each sen- 
atorial convention should nominate not less 
than two candidates for the house of repre- 
sentatives and that such men as have made 
good records should be renominated would 
undoubtedly govern and guide the several 
senatorial conventions.

Peter Nissen pittamchs to Roll on the 
Water to oe in Queer Canvas

Peter alias “ Capt. Bowser” of 
foolkiller fame, yesterday. made a second 
test of his rolling vehicle, * Foolkiller No. 
3,” by floating the huge bag a mile and a 
half on the lake with “himself inside. That 
nothing serious happened was not his fault. 
The wind, on which he so much depends for 
propelling power, failed him and, instead of 
rolling, the bag lay becalmed three feet in 
the water. A large gasoline launch, which 
Nissen had taken the precaution to secure, 
manned by a dozen sturdy Danes, followed

The start was made-at noon. from the pier 
just south of the naval training station and 
the trip ended at a.pdint off Twelfth street, 
from where the taunch’ towed. the bag hack 
to the lifesavMg stgtion.

Have masses of white snapdragons sep- 
arating the azure larkspurs from the yellow 
and scarlet snapdragons, these last brilliant 
as the cardinal flower itself, and all repay 
cutting, by branching and blooming. 

Shirley poppies must not be omitted. Mix 
the tiny seeds in a tumblerful of sand, and 
sow broadcasteverywhere. After their brief 
but lovely season, pull them up that they 
may no longer crowd the asters and mari- 
golds that are to be the glory of -the fall 
garden. Poppies will not bear transplating. 
Single dahlias bloom the first year from 
seed. Anemone is a lovely white variety— 
twentieth century, white tipped with blush. 
Buy at least an ounce of little gem sweet 
aiyssum for a dainty border. ~ 

While columbine will not bloom the first 
year from the seed, it would be a pity not to 
start some for next. Also, other good old 
fashioned perennials and biennials—holly- 
hocks, London pride, ficaxinella monkshood 
and sweet william—since all theSe are so 
easily raised from seeds, there is no need to: 

Now, having the right soil, and the best 
seeds, plant intelligently. If you want early 
flowers, plant now. If you wait until the 
first of May to plant, and you could hardly 
dare to plant outside before, the chances are 
that, between the cold nights, the cold winds, 
the hot winds, and the sparrdws, many seeds 
will be forever lost, and a heavy rain may 
pour down just in time to wash out half the 
tender seedlings. So do ndt wait; plant now 
in shallow boxes, nothing better than a 
cigar box; throw in a layer’of broken pots, 
or coal ashes for drainage, fill in* ith light, 
well sifted soil; do noi expect .he tender,

MARKET STEADY BT DULL 


LITTLE TO SENTI- 


War Possibilities May Affect the Paris 
Bourse — Wholesale Markets Still 


Face Unfavorable Weather Condi- 
tions—Building Demand Under Nor- 


mal-Farm Work an Influence on) 


Markets—Metal Trade Maintains Re- 
Moderate Activity. 


When it is said that the steel situation is 
better than three months ago, that railroad 
earnings while irregular average well, that 
money is easy but not in individual demand, 
that general business averages well, there is 
said the most that can be for the bull side of 
the market. The changes for the better are 


a matter of degree and have given confidence 


in the stability of the market to the extent 
_ that, although prices may work lower in the 
“dull summer months, there need be no appre- 
hension of serious consequences, 

To follow the causes which from day to day 
influence prices would be to note the whims 
of the professional traders on the exchange. 
There is nothing at the moment on the hori- 
zon which makes for any substantial change 
in. quotations. The Paris bourse offers the 
most sensitive center with reference to the 
war as the situation now obtains. The 
French have had one shock, and should the 
Japanese win a decisive ctory on land it 
would doubtléss create.a panicky condition 
on the French exchange. St. Petersburg is 
at this time endeavoring to negottate a loan 
of $150,000,000 in Paris, and a reverse on 
‘land would not only interfere with this plan 
but might in all reason be expected to greatly 
disturb the holders of already extraordinary 
amounts of Russian securities. The last 
panic on the Paris bourse had but one day’s 
influence on the New York stock market. 
Then it was of the kind which the influential 


room trader is able to bring about. It was \ 


not of the deep significance that disturbs the 
important houses with foreign connections. 
France/owns @ great many American bonds, 
but thése holdings are not necessarily dis- 
turbed by the events in the east unless there 
may be speculation in Russian securities, to 


protect which it might be necessary to’ raise 


funds on American securities. 


Railroads and the Market. 


The absence of offerihgs of stocks on the 
New York exchange is coming to mean, in 
connection with large railroad borrowings, 
that the railroads -hhave'used their treas- 
-uries to buy shares® It was believed that 
something like this was happening more 
than a yearago. But railroad reports have 
failed to uncover any purchases in unex- 
Still, it has re- 
quired cash to take care of railroad stocks 
in the manner they have been cared for. 
Private fortunes would not appear to have 
been quite able to protect so fully the stock 
market in the manner it has been done, be- 
In that time 
the largest commission houses in Wall street 
have disposed of the lines of stocks they 
were carrying on margins. Their offices are 
now so bare of securities that they complain 


/ not only of the lack of profits through com- 


missions but also the lack of earning power 
from carrying charges. As the commission 


“houses do a speculative business for individ- 


uals, they now find individuals out of the 
market. It comes to this, then, that either 
a set of individuals not previously in the 
market have bought all the stocks or that 
corporations with rich treasuries have done 
so. In times of dullness in general business 
it is not customary for the richest of men to 
induige in heavy purchases of securities. 

That a way may have been found to use the 
funds of railroads for the purchase of securi- 
ties can be readily believed, since a few large 
banking institutions are so closely connect- 
ed with the management of four-fifths of the 
large railroad systems of the country. These 
tmportant corporations are now not only 
managed but financed in Wall street, and itis 
more than facetious utterance to say the 
most important terminals of the railroads 
are to be found in that thoroughfare. 

Railroad borrowings continue 
amounts and the highest price is paid for ac- 
commodation; here again the railroad treas- 
ury becomes serviceable in a dull situation 
with the banking interests which control the 
properties. Call money lends in Wall street 
at 1% per cent. rust companies and na- 
tional banks pay a minimum of 2 per cent 
to large depositors, some of the trust com- 
panies pay 3 per cent. Whence would come 
banking profits if there were not railroads 
to borrow at 5 per cent? 

So far as the west is concerned, as repre- 


sented by; Chicago commission houses, it Is 


doing nothing in the stock market. Business 
is at a minimum in securities. There are 
dealings in bonds and speculation in grain, 
but in stocks there is no business. 


Bank Statement. 

The bank statement Saturday gives fur- 
ther evidence of easy money conditions. De- 
posits increased $12,256,000, bringing the 
total up to a. new high record. However, 
each week makes a new high point. It may 
be noted the excess reserve is the highest In 
five years.

Conditions in Wholesale Lines. 


Irregularity, in a general way following 
the: changes in the weather, marked the 
wholesale trade in the majority of lines dur- 
ing the week. Asa result the previdus mod- 
erate activity noted all spring was about 
maintained, with slight gains in some sec- 
tions in demand for bullding materials, 
clothing, and textiles. Farm work was get- 


ting under way more generally, and anxiety | 


to recover lost time created a slight improve- 
ment in demand for farm implements, but, 
on the other hand, hindered building opera- 
tions which otherwise probably would have 
been started in the country. ‘There was some 
increase tn buying by country merchants in 
anticipation of increased depletion of their 
stocks when farm work ends. The move-. 
ment of farm products during the week 
showed the effects of the variable weather, 
and prices in some lines were advanced ac- 


cordingly. There was a further advance of 


6c in potatoes, to $1.26 a bu, but the price 
boosting was overdone and at the end of the 
week the market had a sharp break to $1.0, 
with buyerg making purchases only when 
necessary. 


Building Below Normal. 


The movement of lumber fell 12 per cent 
short of last year after being in excess of a 
year ago for two weeks. Trade in lumber 
received a temporary setback from storms 
during the week. With country reads bad 
there has been little activity in building out- 
side of the larger cities, and even there has 
not reached normal. Spring farm work also 
had some effect on the lumber demand, and 
the backward weather probably: will be felt 
for some time for that reason. Demand, 
however, was slowly improving. Prices in 
some instances are said to be lower than 


‘last fall, although statements to that effect 


are not unanimous. 

The paint trade in Chicago has suffered 
from the weather, one day showing signs of 
activity and the next lapsing into dullness. 
But throughout the country the situation !s 
better. Orders are being received daily by 
large jobbing houses calling for haste in 
shipping goods which were not ordered for 
April delivery. Wherever there has been 
favoratie weather there is this hurry up 
eall for. supplies, indicating that the work 
is coming on with a rush. : 


Encouraging Features in Metals. 


In spite of snows and sleet throughout the 
west last week there are a few encouraging 
features in western iron and steel markets. 
The contract has been let for the new office 
building of the Northwestern railway, re- 


quiring, it is estimated, about 4,000 tons of 


structural shapes. Implement makers have 


begun to engage steel material for the season 


beginning July 1, a number of contracts of 
that character having been placed this week. 
There are evidences that the farmers, on ac- 
count of the late spring, are buying heavily 
of spring implements, in order to rush plaft-, 
ing through to completion with greatest dis- 
patch. The pig- iron market is quiet. It is 


| said that one or two contracts for 1,000 tons 


have been closed during the week, but the 
business of most sellers has been confined 
mainly to lots running from a car load to 100 
tons. The basis for southern irons is $10,, 
Birmingham, for No. 2. 

Two wr Sevlngri developments of the week, 
says the aon and Machinery World, are the 
establishment of a price for Lake Superior 
iron ore and the purchase of the property of 
the Clairton Steel company by the United 
States Steel corporation. The ore price is a 
victory for the merchant producers. The 
large mining companies held to $4.00 as the 
proper price, but the independents wanted 
$3.50. It was thought @wveek ago that $3.80 
would probably be adopted by way of a 
compromise, but the lower price has been 
named. However, there will be, it is said, 


eareful limitation of the output, which 


fact may ultimately prove a strengthening 
factor to the market. The price last season 
was $4.50 for standard Bessemer ore. The 
reduction of $1.00 per ton in ore reduces the 
cost of pig iron about $1.50 per ton. The 
purchase of the Clairton will take from the 
market a seller that would probably have 
proved aggressive soon.

New Hocking Coal Prices. 


Bituminous operators are busy with sea- 
#0n’s contracts this week, says the Black 
Diamond. Contract prices named in some 
instances on railroad fuels and other large 
tonnage have been considerably under a year 
ago, and this has resulted in business being 
closed up in spite of the continued weakness 
in the spot market. In the anthracite trade 
shipping agents in Chicago are considering 
the advisability of refusing to accept any 
more orders until those already on their 
books are filled. Coal is coming forward 
from the east slowly and there is no proba- 
bility now that any will move by way of@he 
lakes till after May 1, possibly not until the 
15th of May. Lake captains and vessel own-. 
ers continue indifferent about the opening 
of navigation, and, owing to the probability | 
of labor difficulties, it is felt in some quarters 
that it may be later than the dates men- 
tioned before the tonnage moving by lake 
and rail is of sufficient volume to be of any 
importance in meeting the western demand. 
This is likely to result_in a busy season the 
early part of the summer. No further new 
prices have hn named on bituminous coals, 
except Hocking for Chicago delivery. Owing 
to the heavy demand for this grade of coal 
the leading interests have named a price of 
$3.00 f. o. b. Chicago. This price only applies 
to the switching limits of the city, and no 
coal will be sold’ outside at less than the 
dock price of $1.70 f. o. b. the mine.

ciers Appear to See No Better Condi-

NEW YORK, April 24.—[Special. ]—Wheth- 
er prevailing conditions of the money market 
are to be regarded as transient or otherwise 
they certainly constitute the-most striking 
feature of the sitmation of large related 
market securities. During the present week 
money on call was loaned upon the stock 
exchange at 1 per cent, and borrowers on 
time, for periods: running well into the en- 
suing year, experienced no difficulty in ob- 
taining all the accommodation they required 
at concessions even from the low official 
rates quoted. 

Willingness, indeed strong desire, on the 
part of the managers of great local financial 
-{nstitutions to put out their capital for nine 
month «periods at and under 4 per cent un- 
questionably attests to their opinion,that no 
higher mean rates can be secured by them in 
the interval. 

In times past it frequently has been demon- 
| strated that the judgment of New York’s 
large money lenders is by no means infalli- 
ble, and it may be the approaching autumn 
will demonstrate that they have been equal- 
ly shortsighted this season in putting out 
their funds beyond recall at fig- 
ures, 

New York banks have rolled up the largest 
volume of surplus reserves hgld by them in 
years, the country’s money supply being— 
temporarily, at least—heavily increased by 
reason of receipts here of gold from Japan, 
forwarded in settlement for purchases by 
that country of food supplies and munitions 
of war. 

Receipts of gold from the orient have, in 
fact, been far in excess of the exports of the 
metal to Europe and other quarters, and 
may be favorable to the balance yet to be 
struck between receipts from the orient and 
our eastern shipments. 3 

This plethora of money accounts for the 

ability of the country’s great railway cor- 
porations to have disposed of within a few 
months upwards of $100,000,000 short time 
interest bearing notes, even though as yet 
the state of the money market does not seem 
to have whetted to any material extent the 
appetite of general investors. Still, our 
great financial institutions must find some 
means of employing the funds committed to 
their custody, investments in these éorpora- 
tion notes being practically tantamount to 
making loans for one or two years’ time at 
5 per cent and better, which is a much more 
profitable figure than they can obtain from 
loans to Wall street borrowers. 
It is perfectly plain that unless there is a 
much better market for investment securi- 
ties in nine or twelve months hence than 
there is now, railway and other corporations 
are going to experience no little difficulty in 
funding floating debts which they are now so 
freely creating.
